The removal of our friends in 
a quick and continual ſucceſſion, and our 
own in certain approach, will make very 
uneaſy impreſſions upon the mind, untill 
e we

ve call in the ſuccours of Religion, and 
avail ourſelves, more eſpecially, of thoſe 
expedients which are provided for our re- 
lief in the Goſpel of God. But not only 
the regular and more uſual changes of 
= this ſort furniſh matter of Complaint, as 
. we paſs from one ſtage of exiſtence to 
another, when we have gradual notices 
of ſuch events. There are, beſides, in- 
cidental alarms and ſudden emergencies, 
/ in which our deepeſt concern is embark- 
| ed, and all our faculties are thrown into 
| agitation; when we ſee the workings of 
=_— Providence in a more marvellous way than 
4 | ordinary; and may collect from what 
[ paſſes in our view, and acts upon our 
q feelings, new motives conſpiring to pro- 
cure in the fame inſtant Conviction and 
gratitude. | 

It muſt be needleſs to deſcribe the 
complicated ſhock uſually occafioned by 
Judden death, when, perhaps, there Was 
no expectation of ſuch event. But if, 
where this appears to be, and yet, by 
means effectual to its prevention, is not; 
when the life, ſeemingly gone, is pre- 
| ſerved

ſerved to a more diſtant period, and at 
once made capable of comfort and uſe- 
fulneſs, the queſtion is, how ſhall they, 
to whom ſuch a peculiar interpoſition of 
divine Providence is extended, expreſs 
their obligation to the Father of Mercies 
for ſo ſignal a,Favour, and fo critical a 
Forbearance ? 

Here the ſucceſſive and correſponding 
Bleſſings of CREATION, PRESERVATION, 
and RED EM TION muſt all, by reflec- 
tion, act moſt vigorouſly upon a think- 
ing mind, excite a ſpirit of unfeigned 

devotion, and in raptures of extaſy raiſe 
the Soul to Heaven. However lethargie 


we might before have been in a ſtate of 


eaſe and ſecurity, Supineneſs itſelf muſt 
be rouſed; and what the heart feels and 
dictates the tongue will be apt to utter 
in well adapted ftrains of joyful praiſe. 
How long ſoever the night of thought- - 
leſſneſs had before been, or however 
darkneſs might overſpread the intellec- 
tual powers, theſe will all be compelled 
to acknowledge the dependence of human 

nature, to inveſtigate its intereſts, and to

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provide | for their ;Fultivation Pe eſtabliſh 


ment. 


_ Having faid thus much by way of 
introduction, I ſhall now point out ſome 
plain rules for the conduct of them, who 
in any way of extraordinary preſervation 
come under the preceding deſcription, as 


peculiar objects of an een PRO- 
VID ENCE. 


The firſt anal effect. of a. reſcue 


from apparent death, and. a reſtoration to 


life and its various purpoſes, and enjoy- 


ments, ſeems to be an exertion of Gra- 
titude in the ſolemn utterance of thank(- 


giving and praiſe; both which are ſo con- 


genial to the powers of the ſoul, that a 


complete diſplay of them in private and 
in public ſhould be the aim of all ſuch, 


who recolle& the common, far more the 
uneommon, obligations of a Creature to 


its Creator. 

The immediate act therefore 55 One, 
who knoweth from ſelf experience the 
marvellous works of God, ſhould be in 
well adapted expreſſions, the offering up 
this united ſacrifice of Body and Spirit 


to

to the Almighty. Which may be general 
or particular, ſuch as comprehends all con 
ditions, or ſuch as relates to particula. 
exigencies and eſcapes. The Scripture, 
the beſt fountain, from which ſuch ſup- 
plies can be drawn, will furniſh the Votary 
with ſuitable and delightful ejaculations. 
“ Praiſe the Lord, O my ſoul, and all 
2 „that! is within me praiſe his holy Name !” 
« For He is worthy to receive glory and 
* honour, and power, who hath created all 
„ things, whogiveth to all life and breath, * 
who hath by an eſpecial renewal of theſe, 
© crowned thee with mercy and loving- 
„ kindneſs.” Render therefore to Him, thy 
Saviour, and Deliverer, thy Redeemer from 
deſtruction, the ſacrifice of thankſgiving, 
and not only contemplate in ſecret with 
awful ſurprize, but proclaim in public 
His works, His extraordinary interpoſi- 
tion in thy behalf, with gladneſs. Ex- 
cellent proviſion is made for this act of 
devotion in our form of general Thankf- 


4 giving, without any diſtreſs to the votary. 
Again, ſay with Moſes, 45 will pub- 
ich the Name of the Lox p; aſeribe ye

«« greatneſs to our Gop; He is the Rock, 
« His work is perfect, all His ways are 
* judgment :” or with Judith, © I will 
* ſing unto the Lord a new ſong; O 
Lord, thou art great and glorious, won- 
« derful in ſtrength. All ſacrifice is too 
little for a ſweet favour unto Thee; 
yet, my comfort, and my aſſurance, is, 
that Thou wilt accept the ſacrifice of a 
contrite ſpirit and a broken heart. Q 
«* then be joyful in the Lord, ſerve the 
4% Lord with gladneſs, and come before his 


* preſence with a ſong. He brought 


% me out of the horrible pit. He ſet my 
te feet upon a rock, and ordered my goings. 


“He hath put a new ſong in my mouth, 


* eyen a thankſgiving to our God. Many 
* ſhall ſee it, and fear, and put their truſt 
* in the Lord,” Such rejoicing as this, 
the natural reſult of cauſes ſo powerfully 
productive, cannot be ſuppoſed to termi- 
nate in a grateful tranſport of ſudden ex- 
tacy ; but will lead to moral and ſpiritual 
improvement, will inſpire the ſoul with 
thoughts and - ſentiments adapted to its 
own eternal intereſts, and the honour and

glory of God its Saviour; ; will, from 


ſuch a diſplay of goodneſs, thus diſeco- 
vered through the Inſtrumentality of hu- 


man agency, readily believe what greater 


effects of Almighty power may in the 
fulneſs of time and fitneſs of ſeaſan he 
diſcovered, when myriads of human be- 
ings ſhall be recalled, not only from death, 
but from diſſolution, ſhall all appear in 


their proper order, and, as one ſtar differ- 


eth from another ftar in glory, ſhall each 
in the reſurrection ſtate be diſtinguiſhed 
by an equitable appointment to never 
ending bliſs. & O the depth of the 
_ ** riches both of the wiſdom and mercy 


* of God! how unſearchable are His 


« judgments, and His ways paſt finding 
out! for by Him, and through Him, 


* and to Him are all things. Praiſe thou 


the Lord, O my ſoul, and all that is 
« within me praiſe his holy Name.” 

Meditate not only upon His paſt and 
preſent benefits, but upon them, which 
are coming, durable, eternal, And, that 
thou mayeſt not be ſolitary in this de- 


| lightful act, invoke, as if inſpired by

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holy ſympathy, other kinds of creatures

according to their reſpective nature, to 


join in the grand chorus of gratitude to

The next rule i * an attention to carneſt, |

cious, and unceaſing ſuperintendence in 
the various inſtrumentality of his kingdom 
and government; but that he will, in- 


wardly, and outwardly, ſtrengthen, and 
eſtabliſh, and ſettle you; that he will be 
with you when you go out, and when you 
come in, that he will prevent your run- 
ning into any kind of danger, watch over

you always for your good, and deliver you 

from all evils, thoſe eſpecially, to which, 

by ſituation, or by ſudden trial, you may 
| be, moſt immediately expoſed ; and that 
5 he will ſupport and guard the body, en- 


lighten and invigorate the ſoul, direct the 
underſtanding, and form the heart, and be 
in all reſpects, and under every poſſible 
circumſtance of a life ſubje& to compli- 
cated hazard, your ſhield, and your buck-

To this end, the Bible, and the Li- 
turgy, will afford you ſuch helps as are 
ſufficient, if duly conſulted and applied, 
to carry you on from ſtrength to ſtrength 
in religious progreſs, and will certainly con- 
vince you by habitual experience, in reſpect 
to bodily ſafety, as well as ſpiritual comfort, 
that /uch ways are ways of PLEASANT= 
* NESS; and that as God hath, for the 
accompliſhment of your everlaſting ſalva- 
tion, given you his only Son Jeſus Chriſt; 
ſo will He, with Him, freely give you all 

things, which do in any way relate to your 
inferiour Good and worldly Welfare. 
Ihe To 
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To aſk God's blefling therefore, upon 
an aſfurance of haying it if you do aſk, 
is an eaſy and a reaſonable duty; and no 
rule of conduct can be more natural than 
this, when you think of your unavoidable ne- 
ceſſities, and, more particularly, the want 
of protection and aids, without which you 
muſt, under a great variety of circum- 
ſtances, be inſtantly overwhelmed and un- 
done. Here then there is no room for 
- hefitation or debate; for the ſhort queſtion 
is, whether you ſhall preſume upon your 
own ſufficiency, which it is in the power 
of the moſt trifling accident to overcome; 
or whether you ſhall, with humble and 
ardent devotion, commit your way to the 
Lord, and place your confidence in that 
Allmighty Being, whofe controul is uni- 
verſal, whoſe kingdom is everlaſting? 
This is the voice of Nature no leſs than 
it is the command of Religion, eſpecially 
when apprehenſive of its own weakneſs, 
dangers, and trials, from a ſenſe of which 
it can never be entirely free; but it muſt, 
under ſome particular preſſures, in the 
hour of death above all, be anxiouſly

earneſt for help and relief. So clear is the 
ground of this pious exclamation, O come, 
* let us worſhip, and fall down, and kneel 
ce before the Lord our Maker!” He is, and 
He muſt be, not only in reſpect to this life, 
but in our paſſage from it to another, our 
ſtrength, and our ſtay, the horn alſo of 
our ſalvation and our refuge. No in- 
ference can therefore be more evidently 
juſt than that in every thing, by prayer and 
ſupplication with thankſgiving, your 
requeſts ſnould be made known to God. 
This is a duty in which you are required 
to be inſtant, to perſevere, and to wach; 
and you are encouraged to comply upon the 
authority of Him to whom all power is 
given in heaven and in earth; your Saviour 
having declared, that ſuch petitions will 
not be vain; Aſk, and ye ſhall receive.” 
The direction of St. James is, © if any of 
„ you lack wiſdom, and (who does not?) 
« let him aſk of God, who giveth to all 
% men liberally, and it ſhall be given 
* him,” But, let him aſk in yAlrR 
nothing wavering. | | 
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In addition to that perfect and all com- 


prehending form, which Chriſt taught and 
enjoined, and which the moſt ignorant 


may underſtand and retain, and ought con- 


tinually to uſe, there are many paſſages and 
collects in our Common Prayer Book, and in 
ſome of our manuals of devotion, which 


it will be eaſy to apply to your caſe, and 
adopt in your practice. A few of theſe

| There is, yet, one more rule, ſo plea- 
ſant as well as reaſonable, that you can 
hardly overlook it, the expreſſing with 
all becoming earneſtneſs, and upon every 
poſſible occaſion, your cordial gratitude 
to your benefactors, to them eſpecially 
who have contributed. to your reſcue in 
the molt perplexing diſtreſs, with an en- 
tire devotion to their ſervice and proſpe- 
rity, if you can at any time be made the 
inſtruments of it. Sentiments thus ori- 
ginating, and thus cultivated, will pre- 
ſerve the mind in a right frame, and make 
it ready to adopt with cheerfulneſs that 
excellent leſſon of the Apoſtle, ' which 
ſhould never be out of view, Owe no 
„man any thing, but to love one ano- 
* ther.” Such a juſt recollection of your 
obligation to them who have done you

good will make you intent upon doing 
the ſame, not only to them, but to others, 
* to all men, whether they have a ſupe- 
riority of claim, as being of, the houſe- 
hold of faith, or not. The heart fo ex- 
panded, under the influence of its on 
feelings, as well as by the direction of 
divine precept, will be where its treaſure 
is, and employ to advantage its beſt 
powers, as it can have opportunity to 
exert them. A life of righteouſneſs, 
thus contracted, will gradually improve, 
through Him, who died for your fins, 
and roſe again for your juſtification, into 
a ſtate of glory; when the ſame God, 
who was: the Guardian of your temporal 
ſafety ſhall (for His power is equal to 
His promiſe) convince you that He is 
the Author of your eternal ſalvation. 
To quicken attention. on your part, and 
to engage aſſiſtance from Him with re- 
ſpect to the influence of the rule laſt men- 
tioned, the following Collect is well 
adapted, and may be profitably applied.

A few wane may be added i in ceſpett 4 
the very pitiable caſes of ſuch, who have 
been tempted to deſtroy their own lives, a 
more proper expreſſion, than to ſay, deſtroy 
themſelves. This may ſometimes be wiſhed, 
horrible as the wiſh is, but cannot be 
done. God is not to be counteracted nor 
are the ends of his government to be de- 
feated by man's unnatural malice. A Re- 
ſurrection will be, and Judgment will en- 
ſue; I do not here enter into any reaſon- 
ing upon the ſubject of ſuicide,” nor dif@- 
tinguiſh as to its various cauſes. Every 
weh inſtance is, in the view of humanity, 
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„ 
moſt affectingly ſhocking, and in the view 
of Chriſtianity, deplorably dreadful. May 
we not ſuppoſe, if the converſion of a ſin- 
ner is ground of rejoicing amongſt the 
Angels of Gad, that the eſcape of ſuch 


from the execution of their own life de- 


ſtroying plots, when productive of repent- 
ance, muſt have the fulleſt ſympathetic 


effect upon theſe bleſſed Beings? Who, 
how little ſoever we know of them, we 


know for certain, are in ſome inviſible 
manner connected with us, and with the 
Kingdom of God. All that I would now 
ſuggeſt to the diſtinguiſhed objects of Di- 


vine Providence before deſcribed is, that 


they will, ſtruck as they muſt be in the 
particular viſitation of mercy to themſelves, 
hereafter, whenever they contemplate the 
infinite Majeſty of God, dwell upon a per- 
ſuaſion of the milder attributes of His Na- 
ture, His Goodneſs, Patience, Forgive- 


neſs, and Love, not ſo as to encourage 
undutiful or preſumptuous reliance, but 


ſo as to-fix obedience by inſpiring content= 


ment, reſignation, ſubmiſſion, and an 


humble imitation of Him, who was made 
perfect 


| perfect through ſuffering, Chriſt their 8 
| Redeemer... Under whatever dominion the 


mind might before be, this is the beſt 


way to conciliate its prejudices, to draw it 
off from miſchievous habits, and to lead 
it to confidence in God, as a Guardian, a 
Comforter, a Friend, as never diſpoſed 
to deſert, but always ready (not willing 
the death of a Sinner) to protect, to re- 
lieve, to cheriſh, to forgive, and to favs. 
Upon this ground then, ** rejoicing in the 
„Lord alway,” let ſuch as have eſcaped 
from this kind of ſudden death, not only 
pray againſt it in future (for ſurely ſuch 
prayer cannot be wrong) but let them, 
with the moſt ardent effuſion of grateful 
acknowledgement, ſay, * I have finned, 
«© what ſhall I do unto Thee, O Thou 
Preſerver of Men!” Again, Why waſt 
e thou ſo heavy, O my ſoul, and why 
„ waſt thou diſquieted within me? Put 
* thy truſt in God, for I will ever give 
„ thanks to Him, my Saviour, my De- 
< liverer, the Lifter up of my Head.“ 
Again, Lord, what is man, that thou 
«© haſt ſuch reſpect to him, or the ſon of 
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. man, that thou ſo regardeſt him? Thou 
«© haſt made him (O tranſporting conſo- 
« Jation!) a little lower than the An- 
«'oels, to crown him with Glory and 
« Honour.” And then, laftly, looking to, 
and pondering earneſtly, the great compre- 
henſive plan of Supreme Wiſdom in the 
Creation, Government, and Redemption 
of mankind, add, with all the pathetic Fer- 
vency of CHRISTIAN CONVICTION, *©* If 
L Thou, Lord, ſhouldſt be extreme to mark 
& what we,” fallible creatures, do amiſs, 
O Lord, who may abide it ?—But there 
is MERCY with Thee, therefore ſhalt 
Thou be feared.” The concluſion is, 
and in this is contained a Fulneſs of en- 
couragement and ſupport under every trial, 
Thanks be to God, who giveth us 
* the Victory, through our Lord Jeſus 
«© Chriſt. Be ye, therefore, ſtedfaſt, and 
© unmoveable, always abounding in the 

% Work of the Lord; as ye know, that 
hen your earthly houſe is diffolved, ye 

have a building, not made with hands, 
* eternal in the Heavens.” 
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
